PRICE CEILINGS SET ON 
PORK AND OTHER MEATS 

Dollars-and-cents price ceilings on all cuts of fresh, smoked 
tnd frozen pork are now in effect. Retailers must post the of- 
ficial pork price list in their meat departments and must also 
display the ceiling price in the form of a price ticket or sign near 
all pork cuts on display. 

Beginning April l5, all meat retailers will he required to 
post the official price list for beef, veal, lamb and mutton. 
Stores may sell for less but will not be permitted to sell tor more 
than the established ceiling prices for the class of store to which 

they belong. 

There will be two sets of prices — one tor independent 
stores whose annual volume of business is under S250,ouo, the 
other for chain stores and stores with annual sales over -2.S0,- 

000. , .. ,- 

Retailers who reduce point values to prevent spoilage ot 
meats or fats rationed untler the Red stamp program are re- 
quired to reduce the dollars and cents price as well by at least 
25 percent off the ceiling price. If retailers wish to reduce the 
point value by more than 25 percent, they must make * corre- 
sponding price reduction. The selling price, however need no 
he reduced by more than go percent ot the ceiling price. It po n. 
reductions are made, the retailer is required to post both the 
official point value and the ceiling price, as weir as he red 
point value and reduced selling price He mus also s, c h , he

Although civilians 
have accepted meat rationing with 
little complaint, they are objecting 
in no uncertain terms to being un- 
able to buy meats for which they 
have ration points. 

Hitter Tux Debate 
One of the most bitter fights 
which has taken place in congress 
for a long lime has been the de- 
bate over taxation, with the con- 
gressmen choosing sides largely ac- 
cording to party affiliation. The 
majority of Democrats are oppos- 
ing the forgiveness of 1942 taxes 
and putting taxation on a straight 
pay-as-you-go basis, while the Re- 
publicans are practically all for 
such a plan. In between are com- 
promise plans which are attracting 
some members of both parties. 
What the outcome will be is largely 
guesswork, but it seems quite prob- 
able that the last half of 1042 tax- 
es may be forgotten and replaced 
by a heavier tax on 1943 income 
to be deducted from wages begin- 
ning in June. If such a program 
goes through, some arrangement 
will undoubtedly be made to con- 
tinue to collect on 1942 incomes 
from those who earned more In 
DM2 than they will in 1943. 

Because of the dangers of stop- 
page in tlie production of war sup- 
plies threatened by John L. Lewis 
in his demand for a wage increase 
of $2 a day for miners, coupled 
with other evidence of unrest in 
labor circles, congress is expected 
to demand a labor stabilization 
plun which will last for the dura- 
tion of the war. This will not .nec- 
essarily mean final wage freezing, 
hut it Is apparent here that there 
is definite need for clear-cut rules 
for (ho governing of labor with 
strikes or threat of strikes definite- 
ly out as a means of getting adjust- 
ments.

This month the treasury depart- 
ment is makLng a mighty effort to 
collect $13,000,000,000 extra from 
the sale of war bonds. That means 
13 billion dollars more than people 
already are signed up to spend on 
bonds regularly. 

F.rcaklng that down to a less as- 
tronomical figure il means an av- 
erage of $1U0 for every man. wom- 
an and child in the country. 

Alter 1'ncle Sain did that record 
pocket -cleaning job in connection 
with the income tax, we hardly 
thought he'd be around again so 
soon looking for a loan of that cali- 
ber. In fact, it hardly seems pos- 
sible that if all of our hank ac- 
counts, buried treasure and penny 
banks wen- dumped on the post of- 
fice floor the total would come 
anywhere near that amount. 

Hut, although loan companies 
hav been doing a flourishing busi- 
ness lately, government statistics 
show that even now — less than a 
month after the memorable day of 
March 15- the people as a whole 
arc saving money faster than they 
could possibly spend it this year. 
LOAN "»<* 

The government , or course, bases 
its figures on national averages. 
There are plenty of people today 
who are earning less than they did 
before the war a.nd there are a lot 
of others whose spendable income 
has been greatly reduced because 
of high taxes and Increased cost of 
living. 

Hut, on a national basis, the re- 
duced income of these people is 



much more than offset by the great 
Jump in wages being enjoyed by 
the millions of men In war produc- 
tion Jobs. 

As a group these millions who 
are rrofltlng by the war will be un- 
able to spare all of their earnLngs 
thin year. There Just won't be en- 
ough things to buy. Realizing this, 
the government will attempt to si- 
phon that money back Into the 
treasury by higher taxes or by the 
sale of war bonds. 

If the people who are earning 
more money than they did before 
the war would InveBt all of their 
extra earnLngs in war bonds, they 
could build up a nice nest-egg for 
a spending spree after the war. If 
they don't invest in war bonds, the 
government will undoubtedly take 
that money outright in the form 
of taxes. 

So the question of war bond buy- 
ing really gels down to this: Do 
> on want to give your money to 
the government or loan it to the 
government? 

That ought to be an easy ques- 
tion for most of us to answer.

the sale of bonds in a period of 
three weeks undoubtedly has a lot 
more significance than is apparent 
on the surface. Although the trea- 
sury' hasn't said so, it appears to 
me that it is in the nature of a 
test: If trie people come close to 
that goal the government will real- 
ize that it can collect a large part 
of the funds It must have by vol- 
untary methods. On the other hand 
If the sales fall far short of the 
goal, the treasury will be forced 
to use compulsory methods. 

It's up to us to prove, during the 
next three weeke, that we are will- 
ing to make big. voluntary sacri- 
ficed to help finance the war. By 
holding out — by postponing buying 
bonds until wo have bought other 
things we think we need — wo will 
only be inviting a forced invasion 
of our pocketbooks.
